SENATOR SCHURZ REPLIES TO MAR- 
SHAL PACKARD 

Mason, Mo., Sept. 28.—Senator Schurz to-day 
addressed a mass-meeting here on State and 
National politics, and, in the course of his 
speech, made the following remarks on the cor- 
respondence between Marshal Packard and Gen. 
Emory in Louisiana : 

I notice that Gen. Emory, with commendable 
spirit, repels the idea that United States troops 
could be used for political purposes. No doubt 
he describes the sentiments of the honest sol- 
diers correctly when he says such an attempt 
would be resented by them with indignation. 
For this I honor him. I should be the last man 


to cast a slur upon the honorable spirit and good 
faith of the true soldier. But I submit that 
Gen. Emory’s protestation 

DOES NOT MEET THE CASE. 
He says im his letter to Marshal Packard that he 
does not see how United States troops can be 
used for political purposes. Just there is the 
trouble. i venture to say that Marsbal Packa: d, 
in his capacity as party manager, does sée the 
many things which Gen. Emory can’t see, just 
because the latter i« an honest soldier and not a 
party manager. Campaign managers of the 
Packard stamp are apt to see many things which 
the honest soldicr may find it dificult to 
appreciate. We remember the use to which 
United States troops were put in the Kellogg 
usurpation in 1872. For weeks they had to 
stand guard over the State-House, awhile a State 
Government apd Legisiature were put im power 
which had 

NOT THE LEAST EVIDENCE OF AN ELECTION 
by the people, but were virtually created by an 
act of the grossest usurpation on the part of 
Judge Durell. The honest soldier may not have 
seen the character of that proceeding, or, if he 
did, he may have been in ant at it, but he 
had to obey orders. Aud who procured those 
lamentable orders? The party managers in 
Louigiana, and among them Marshal Packard. 
They knew how to obtain orders for the honest 
soldier then, and they may try, on some plausi- 
ble pretext, to obtain orders for a kindred pur- 
pose now, whicb the bonest soldier will have to 
obey, indignation or no indignation ; or they 
may use the altitude of their power ‘to 
make arrangements themselves. The soldiers 
will have to play a part without being able to 
see through them. I hope they will be as suc- 
cessful as they were in. 1872, but nowever that 
may be, I say again, inasmuch as it is of the 
higbest importauce that the people of Louisiana 
not only 
SHOULD HAVE A FAIR ELECTION, 
but also be made to feel and believe that they 
have one, the man who was an accomplice in the 
usurpation of 1872, and who. all this timeis the 
manager of a party in the pending election, aud 
especially of that perty for + whose benefit the 
usurpation of 1872 was accomplished, should 
have the least influence over the employment 
of United States troops in that election, be- 
cause such & man cannot inspire con- 
fidence. But I go _ further. fe learn 
through the pers that the opponents 
of the Kellogg Government, who but recently 
arter a successful revolution with 10,000 arme 
men at their command, immediately bowed down 
before a corporal's guard under the national flag, 
and promptly submitted to the reinstatement of 
Kellogg, have been making an bonorable and 
loyal effort to secure a fair election. in their 
conferences with the chiefs of the Keliogg party, 
they proposed that the Returning Board should 
be composed of two members from each party, 
and that the fifth should be designated by the 
two parties together, as a sort of an umpire, and 
I understand that the opponents of Kellogg 
agreed that this umpire might be taken from the 
Republican ranks, provided he have the charac- 
ter of a fair and just man. . 
THIS WAS NO CAPTIOUS DEMAND, 
for it is well known thatin Louisiana elections 
are apt to be decided, not by the people who cast 
the votes, but by the party managers and their 
tools who countand return the votes. The 
granting of such a request was, therefore, not 
only proper, but absolutely necessary, to produce 
confidence and good feeling. Even many prom- 
inent men of the Kellogg party recognized the 
evident fairness of the proposed arrangment, 
but, as the newspapers inform us, there was one 
man opposed to the last, even against bis y 
friends,—one man who strenuously insisted that 
the party and their tools should keep the power 
of counting and returning the votes, thus 
deciding the election. 
THAT MAN WAS MARSHAL PACKARD. 

Mr. Packard is an officer of the National Gov- 
ernment. As such, and through his assistants, 
he exercises in Lonisiana great power. in the 
name of the Nationa! iovernment he represents 
the authority, and is supposed, ins great meas- 
ure, to represent the sentiments of the National 
Goverument ; and when such a Federal officer 
at the same time plays the part of party mavager 
in a State, and stands up as the “principal, and 
perhaps the only, obstacie to an arrapgemeni 80 
necessary for securing a fair election, so emin eut- 
ly proper and just thatevery fair-minded nian 
would unhesitatingly accept it,—so evidently 
conducive to peace, order, good-feeling, and goo.i 

t, that every fnend of fair dealing

I havé declared myself explicitly 
against the admission of the right of self-help 
by force, because it would produce a condition of 
anarchy fatal vo republican institutions, and must 
be repressed. I ehball be the last man to encour- 
age the spirit of meee by force in a Republic 
by anything I say: but I protest, om the other 
hand, against anything calculated to provoke 
that dangerous spint by an unjust use of power. 
I speak for the cause of justice, , fair-deal- 
ing, fraternal accordance with Government 
all over the lend, and in the name of justice, 
peace, fair-dealing, fraternal accord, and ge 
government, I repeat what I said at St. Lonis, I 
am sure the whole country would cordially ap- 
laud an order from the President relieving 
arshai Packard of his duties.

SENATOR WESTON EELLOGO’S SUB.- 
RENDER. 

New Yor, Sept. 28.—Senator West, of Louis- 
jana, has made public a letter, dated Sept. 27, 
aud addressed to United States Collector Casey, 
at New Orleans, on the political affairs of that 
State, Gov. Kellogg’s abandonment of the Ex- 
ecutive office on the occasion of the Penn revolu- 
tion, and the Governor's imputation of intentional 
**bomb-proof sbsenteeism” on the part of his 
friends. Senator West says: *‘ Many are of the 
opinion that Gov. Kellogg would have displayed 
greater heroism aud copiidence in his own right 
to the Chief Magistracy, had he dismissed bis, of 
necessity, inefficient defenders, and bravely stood 
alone im the maintenance of his Executive 
rights, yielding them only to personal ejection. 
If Gov. Kellogg regrets my absence, be knows 
that I visited the North at his written request, 
to lay before the President the condition of 
affairs in Louisiana, and to solicit Federal sup- 
port for his Government, when its integrity 
should be imperiled. If he wants his political 
friends, who are absent, to assume the fighting 
garb, they might prefer some other leader. 
Generally the Kellogg Administration, since % 
came into power, has been exercised in the true 
interests of the State. It is environed with 
difficulties sufficient to dismay the stoutest hear:, 
and it has of late received such a shock as to 
make its most determined supporters doubt 
whether it is competent to exact obedience to its 
authority, even with the assistance of the pres- 
ent Government. 

In regard to the recent conferences, the Sen- 
ator says: “ Propositions looking to the avoi® 
ance of fraud in elections, though eminently 
just, and by all means to be adopted, should be 
preceded by a promise and guaranty, on the part 
of the Democrats, to prevent murder, protect 
life, assure and admit free expression of opinion 
and to abstain from all intaumidation of colored 
people.” 

AT NEW ORLEANS, 
Special Digpatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

‘New Ornieans, La., Sept. 28.—The confer- 
ence negotiations have been again reopened, and 
carried on for the last two days with renewed 
vigor. It was announced in the papers this 
evening that an agreement had been arrived at, 
and that the articles would be signed at 6 
o'clock. Notwithstanding this, however, the 
Committees were again in session all the evep- 
ing, and, at midnight, are still in Collector 
Casey's private office, without having finished 
their work. The Committees on both sides are 
this time specifically invested with power from 
their several State Central Committees, and it 
therefore assumes a more responsible appear- 
ance than it bas heretofore done. The same 
gentlemen are in couference,—on the Demo- 
cratic side, Messrs. Mctinery, Penn, Voorhees, 
Jonas, Chapen, Keaner, and Caye ; and on the 
Republican side, Messrs. Packard, Brown, 
Joubert, Lewis, LBilandip, and , Atocha. 
They are pledged to secrecy on 
both sides until their work is fin- 
ished, bat Mr. Brown informed me that 
it seemed probable that an understanding would 
be arrived ate The whole Dusiness bung on two 
silegations on the lepublican side, that they 
were being subjected to violence and intamida- 
tion ; and onthe Democratic side, that there 
was fra\id iv the regis'ry 80d would be in the 
counting. These two points had to be reconsid- 
ered. Itis probable that an Advisory Board, 
as foreshadowed in these dispatches, will 
be agreed upon to look after the State 
Supervisor of Registration, and that two Dem- 
ocrats will bv placed on the Re.urning Board. On 
the other hand, the Democratis will biud them- 
selves that no intimidation or violence will be 
allowed by the adherents of ‘their party. This 
will secure the tirst fair election in this State for 
years.

NORTHERN SYMY ATHIZERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 28.—The connection 
of Senator Carpenter and Benjamin Butler with 
Louisiana affairs, of whiclh recent New Orleans 
dispatches afford an inkling, is very freely dis- 
cussed here. They both ai-e charged with play- 
ing a double game. Certain Kellogg office- 
hoiders bere, bigh in the confidence of that 
timid gentleman, are quite bold in declaring that 
Carpenter bled Kellogg. He demanded $5,000 
for delivering an argument of twenty or twenty- 
five minutes in the matte: of the writ of pro- 
hibition. Three thousand. dollars were paid him 
ior to the 16th of January, 1873. The Kel- 
ogg folks thought ibat they bad paid 
him enough, as Caleb Cushing, a better 
lawyer, had charged for similar services 
only $2,000. On the diiy mentioned, Jan. 16, 
1873, the Louisiana matti:r was under discussion 
in the Senate, and, in rep!) ing toremarks of Judge 
Thurman, Mr. Carpenter defended Judge Dureil, 
and commended his couric. Sinee that time, as 
is well known, be has denounced Durell. At 
the time be introduced iiis bill providing for a 
new election in Louisis na, Mr. Howe, his col- 
league, presented an ar r,endment that, pending 
the new election, the Ke!) ogg Government should 
be recognized. This vias opposed by Thur- 
man and others on the ground that it 
would be a Congrensional recognition of 
an usurpation. The arcendment was successful 
by a majority of one, a ad it is noticeable that 
Carpenter voted in its /‘avor, thereby carrying it. 
This is pointed at as showing how he veered 
from one side to the of her, in order to make ail 
edges cut. Up to the ‘time that Carpenter made 
bis famous speech in New Orieans,—whioch was 
in May, 1873,—he had only received $3,000 from 
Kellogg, while he was demanding $5,000. Dur- 
ing his stay in New O:rieans, however, he receiv- 
ed #1,000 more, and } ast December he was paid 
an additional $500, m aking in all $4,500.

BEECHER-TILTON. 


Denialef a BRuamer Cencerning a Coun« 
cil te Try Beecher—Dr. Fairticid’s

New York, Sept. 28.—The statement printed 
on the authority of an officer in the Church of 
the Pilgrims, Dr. Storrs, in a morning paper to- 
day, that a movement was on foot in Brooklyn 
to call a Congregational Council to try Mr. 
Beecher for conduct unbecoming a munpister, is 
without foundation. 

With reference to the suggested Council, the 
Revs. R. 8. Storrs, W. I. Buddington, and J. 
Clement French, of Brooklyn, and many preach- 
ers prominent in the denomination in this city, 
estne that there is nothing in it, they reason- 
ing that it would be utterly beyond the province 
of a council to try a member of any church. The 
Church is too democratic, each church being 
free to retain within its pale whoever it chooses. 
It would be competent for any ——— to 
which Mr. Beecher may belong in Congrega- 
tional Church to potter <0 the charges against 
him, and, if they found him guilty, to expel him 
from the organization, but the only ecclesias- 
tical body which can try Mr. Beecher, and, if he 
be found guilty, depose him from the pulpit, is 
Plymouth Church itself. 

BOWEN'S STATEMENT.

DR. FAIRFIELD’S PAMPHLET.

’ LAST NIGHT’S COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 

Last night's session of the Common Council 
was s sad commentary op the viciousness of the 
ward system of politics. While the business 
men of Chicago are alarmed to an extent that 
both our large fires have failed to produce, and 
while the very foundations of our commercial 
system are threatened, the Common Council 
spent its time in haggling over political 
criminations and recriminations. The jre- 
spectable and conservative element was 
not strong enough to keep down the 
bad blood, which must needs find some low 
political consideration for every’ proposition 
looking to the improvement of Chicago's condi- 
tion. The noisiest men in the Couucil coyld not 
rise above the level of the ward system which 
brought them into being. Cullerton, who iss 
legislator for the State as well as the city, héld 
himself up as an illustration of the ass in a lion's 
skin. He triedto roar and only suceteded in 
braying. He had following of enough Alder- 
men to render the noise loud and offensive. 
There were two or three men who vied 
with each other in moving a reference of Mr. 
Dixon's ordinance appropriating $500,000 for 
laying 8-inch pipe in the district bounded by 
Chicago avenue and Sixteenth street, and Hal- 
sted street and the lake. The merits of this 
proposition have already been explained, and are 
referred to in a subsequent article. For the 
rest, the necessity for this improvement is 
obvious and its economy readily demon- 
strated. But the Aldermen with Ears from 
the outside wards immediately discovered that 
here was an appropriation, no part of which 
would be expended in the particular districts of 
which they are the presiding geniuses. This was 
sufficient reason for them to object to its imme- 
diate consideration, utterly ignoring the fact 
that the district described contains the great 
mass of the business and wealth of Chicago, 
and that iss protection is essential to every 
party of the city. Unless it be both protected 
and insured, weare of the opinion that the people 
who live in thé outside wards will have to move 
even further away. Then there was a fierce op- 
position to it because it was feared that the Al- 
derman who introduced it intended it to be used 
asa lever to his personal success in politics. 
This thought was enough to make twenty 
other Aldermen howl, any one of whom would 
have introduced a resolution to have ali 
the water-pipes in Chicago taken up if 
he thought he could thereby be elect- 
ed to a second term. In _ addition to 
these opposing elements, there were two or 
three who have conceived a sudden affection for 
the Holly water-works, though it ie conceded on 
all sides that Chicago's water-works in them- 
selves are exceptionally thorough and probably 
superior to those of: any city in the country. 
Fortunately, the ordinance bas been referred to 


the Finance Committee, where it is likely 
to receive fair consideration; and m 
the meantime we may hope that a 


majority of the Council will learn to consider 
the proposition on ita merits without reference 
to politics, or wards, or other systems of water- 
works. 

The reputation ef the Oouneil was partially 
redeemed from the imputation put upon it by 
the insurance companies by the engrossment of 
the ordinance appropriating $261,000 for addi- 
tions and improvements to the Fire Department, 
though not without a nasal protest from one or 
two long-eared gentlemen. Having got this far, 
however, it is likely to be finally passed. And, 
in the end, we may also secure the passage of 
the resolution for additional pipes, after the 
gentlemen opposing it siiall have exhausted 
their resources for damaging the reputation of 
the city. Meanwhile let every action of every 
individual Alderman be regarded with reference 
to the coming election. 


THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 

We have to repeat to the public that proper 
attention has not been given to the insurance 
question. We have not changed our opinion in 
the least of the cowardice and meanness of the 
blow at the credit of Chicago given by the 
National Board of Underwriters. That it was 
largely due to a hostile mercantile interest in 
New York is beyond all doubt; nevertheless, be 
the motive what 1t may have been, the blow has 
been struck, and the consequences have to be 
met. Because s blow be cowardly, it does not 
follow that its consequences are leas painful to 
the victim. We have now to deal with the con- 
sequences of the withdrawal of the insurance 
companies. , 

We do not believe that all the insurance com- 
panies composing the National Board agree to 
the necessity of withdrawing from business in 
this city ; om the contrary, we have reason to 
believe that all those who have by their officers 
made an investigation of rebuilt Chicago are 
satisfied that insurance risks here were never so 
good as at this time. The Executive Committee 
of the National Board have advised this measure, 
but their advice is not obligatory, and, however 
readily a/l the companies may be at this time to 
witlidraw, a large proportion are anxiously look- 
@® Chicago for such measures of reform, 
such local measures for the public protection, as 
will satisfy their panic-stricken stockholders that 
Chicago is as great « field for good insurance as 
it has ever been. 

Whatever damage that could be done to our 
eredit by the withdrawal of insurance has been 
done. It is our policy, a policy dictated by ne- 
cessity, to put our city in such condition a8 to 
all unprejudiced minds will carry copfidence. 
We bave, perhaps, one of the finest water-sys- 
tems in the countzy. The supply is unfailing. 
We have recently completed a second tunnel un- 
der the lake, so as to secure that supply in case 
of an accident to the first tunnel. Our pumping 
establishment is far superior in capacity and in 
every other respect to what it was before 1871. 
We have, at » cost of s million and a half of dol- 
lars, provided for s second pumping establish- | 
ment two miles and « half from the first, and 
extended the tunnel to these new works. When 
this last improvement shall be completed, as 
it will in @ few months, there will be a 
supply of water always available and located at 
the extremes of the city. During the last few | 
years we bave laid many miles of 86-inch mains 
in various parts of the city, in the central as 
well asin the remoter parts. These immense | 
arteries feed the service-pipes, which are of 16, 
1, and 6 inch diameter.

by the fire-engines. In the early history of 
Chicago, and before its present magnitude was 
anticipated, the service-pipes were, in some of 
the old parte of the city, of 3, 4, and 6 inch 
diameter. For several years no pipes leas than 
6 inches has been laid, and many miles of the 
old pipe of the small capacity have been re- 
placed or supplemented with 8-inch pipe. There 
were laid in Chicago up to March 31, 
1874, no less than 3514¢ miles of wates-pipe of 
all sizes, an extent of water-pipe which will 
compare with that of any other city in the 


8-inch pipe laid alongside the old 3 and 4 inch 
which has been abandoned. The wonderful 
growth of the city has at times exceeded the 
means at the public disposal to furnish water as 
fast as it was wanted, but, owing to the large 
mains that have been laid and the additional 
tunnel, the city will soon be in a condition to fur- 
nish 150,000,000 gallons a day, and through pipes 
that cannot be exhausted by the fire-engines. 
The number of fire-hydrants has been doubled 
almost within the last year. 

The passage of the ordinance now before the 
Council for laying immediately the 40 miles of 8- 
inch pipe necessary to take the place of all the 
smalier pipe in the district between Chicago 
avenue and Sixteenth street, and Halsted street 
and the lake, an area of nearly 4 square miles, 
will place that district beyond all possible com- 
plaint either as to the size of pipes or the 
sufficiency of the water-supply. Outside of this 
district the proportion of smal! pipe is less, and 
the supply of water, particularly upon the com- 
pletion of the new pumping-works, will be equal 
to any demand that can be made for the Fire 
Department. The passage of that ordinance is 
especially desirable, because it will be an effect- 
ive answer to the National Board of Underwiters, 
who have assumed that the people and City Gov- 
ernment of Chicago have not and will not do 
anything in remedying the defects in the matter 


of water-supply. The eof that ordinance 
will be-aceepted by many\i ce compapies 
who have been forced to withdyawYrom Chicago 


as affording a satisfactory reason for resuming 
their pusiness here. 

It cannot be disguised that there is a direct 
contest between the National Board of Under- 
writers @id the City of Chicago. That Board 
has struck a blow at our credit; we have too 
much at gtaketo sit idle and repine. In the 
struggle for existence we must invite confidence 
by showing ourselves worthy of it; we must de- 
feat the enmity of the National Board by «how- 
ing its members that we are doing all that is 
possible to deserve their confidence; we must 
furnish our friends in that Board, and the hold- 
ers of capital invested here, with the evidence 
‘that we are willing to do all that we can do; and. 
having thus shown that we have been unjustly 
and gppressively dealt with, we will find insur- 
ance, and capital, and business, and prosperity 
flowing back upon us as before. We shall thus 
triumph over the malignity that sought our 
ruin. 

In the meantime, let the public generally pre- 
pare for an united effort at the November elec- 
tion of Aldermen to establish an honest and ef- 
ficient City Government in Chicago.

THE TAXATION OF CHICAGO. 
The report on the tax system of this city made 
by Messrs. Galloway, Mason, and Law to the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion is very valuable,—as far as it goes. lis 
authors have been indefatigable in verifying the 
fact of the injustice from which we suffer. As 
the tax-books are kept now, it 1s no easy matter 
to find from them the aggregate assessment of 
any large plat of ground. Nor isit always easy 
to determine the proper valuation of Chicago 
real estate. The instances of inequality of as- 
sessment, or, in other words, of legalized rob- 
bery, given im the report, may be relied 


upon. They are. based on investigation, 
not rumor. "These instances are surpris- 
ing. In- one of the towns comprised 


within the ocity-limitea, one very valuable 
piece of improved business property is assessed 
at 6 per cent of its real value, while a lumber- 
yard tract is assessed at 20 per cent, and a 
block of residences at 90! In another town, 
improved business property pays taxes on a 6 
per cent valuation, while a residence is rated 
at 16 per cent, and an unimproved lot at 60. In 
this latter case, the assessment makes the 
three owners pay taxes in the inverse ratio of 
the profits they derive from their property. In 
the towns outside of the limits there are even 
grosser inequalities. Property is taxed in the 
same town at 4 and at about 100 per cent of its 
real value. The researches of the Committee 
have proved the necessity of reform in our meth- 
od of taxing real estate. They say, very sensibly, 
that the County Board of Equalization cannot 
right these wrongs unless its members are per- 
sonally familiar with the value of every piece of 
property, and that they cannot, in the nature of 
things, have this knowledge. “The vital error 
lies in the inequality of the original aesessment of 
valuation.” So far we agree with the Committee. 
The report suggests two reforms which to- 
gether would correct this error. The first is the 
abolition of the township system. Throughout 
the Union, this has proved utterly inefficient in 
great cities. Its abandonment therein is only a 
question of time. In Chicago, now that public 
interest in the question has been excited, it is a 
question that will be settled in oa 
short time.

SHERMAN ON THE ARMY. 

The Army and Navy Journal for the 26th 
inst. contains an article by Gen. Sherman on 
“The Military Lessons of the War.” Although 
printed separately, it is really the fiual chapter 
of a history of the War which will be pub- 
lished after the author's death. 
Gen. McClellan wishes to remodel our army 
after that of Germany. Gen. Sherman, on the 
contrary, sees some things to shun in the Ger- 
man system. Thus be dislikes their large com- 
panies and their mounted Captains. He would 
still retain the present standard of 100 men to 
the company, but would piace twelve companies 
in each infantry regiment, add so make the 
numerical strength of a regiment in the in- 
fantry, artillery, or cavalry the same. Three 
such regiments would compose a brigade, 
three brigades a division, and three divisions & 
corps. The corps is the military unit for grand 
campaigns and battles. An infantry corps 
shduld have attached to it a brigade of cavalry 
and six batteries of artillery. It would theo 
contain an effective force of thirty thousand 
men. 
After laying down this simple plan of organ- 
ization by threes, Gen. Sherman discusses the 
great difficulty of the Civil War, which will, he 
thinks, be the great difficulty hereafter. It is 
the supply of soldiers. He rejects the bounty 
system as utterly bad. It would be much better, 
he thinks, to pay men $30 or $50 a month to 
serve than ge pay them $600 or $1,000 to consent 
to serve. All our expedients failed. The writer 
says: “The German method of recruit- 
ment is simply perfect, and there is 
no good reason why we should not 
follow it substantially.” Public opinion 
will jscarcely indorse Ahiis sweeping statement- 
The German system is simply the impressment 
of every poor or illiterate man for three years, 
and of every educated and wealthy man for one 
year, of active service. Both classes are after- 
wards liable to serve in event of war for seven 
years more. No such system can be forced upon 
Americans. 
The remainder of the article is chiefly inter- 
esting to non-military readers in the paragraphs 
devoted to the Sanitary Commission and to the 
relations which should subsiat between a Com- 
manding General and the Secretary of War. 
Gen. Sherman thinks that the Sanitary Commis- 
sion does very well in hospitals at the rear, but 
very badly at the front. Its agents during the 
late War showed a favoritism in supply- 
ing some regiments and denying others, 
which was demoralizing to the whole army. He 
thinks that the Secretary of War should act 
through commanding officers, not through staff 
officers attached to one of the ten Bureaux of 
the War Department. The language in which 
this recommendation is couched is somewhat 
bitter.

THE FALL RIVER DISASTER. 


Testimony Given Before the Coroner’s 
Jury: 

Patz Rrvex, Mass., Sept. 28.—The irquest on 
the Granite Mills disaster was resumed to-day. 
Some further testimony was taken, when the 
jury adjourned to inspect the two Granite Mills, 
more particularly with reference to the water 
appliances for the extinguishment of fires. A 
thorough inspection of. the engine, boiler and 
pump arrangements was made on the first floor. 
The engineer, together with Mr. Shove, Treas- 
urer, showed the jurymen that it was impossible 
for the engine to run without pumping water 
into two tanks at the top of the mill. Mr. 
Shove stated that the tanks contained 16,000 
galions each, and that the pump threw up 70 
gallons per minute, These tanks supplied 
pipes distributed throughout the rooms 
to which bose was attached im the 
different mule alleyways, and that 
therefore the pipes could not possibly have been 
without water on the morning of the fire. The 
attic room of the new mill was visited, it being a 
pentteelp similar room to that of mill No. 1, 

here are no windows in the sides of this room, 
the light coming through a skylight, and no fire- 
escapes. were provided. No help was killed or 
even injured excepting the help workiog in¢his 
room.

Soon 
heard two or three voices ballowing. The hal- 


lowing was outside the mill. 
came along, and I sent him for the firemen, who 
had gone to breakfast. Pump No. 4 was then 
running in No.1 mill. I did not gointo the 
tower of No. 1 only once in the course of the 
forenoon. I did not notice any water in the 
tower-hose that was forced from the pump. 
I am certain there was water in the stand pipes. 
It could not be otherwise after the engines 
were started. If there was no outlet for 
the water at the top, it would have to burst the 
pipe or break the arm eonnected with she pump, 
which has an 8-inch stroke. Have had an ex- 
perience of the kiud twice when the valve was 
pot open, and tbere was no outlet. I went into 
the large pump-house in the yardof the mill, 
and found the pump broken. It was broken after 
the fire had started. It was all right the day be- 
fore. The lever that shifts the valve was broken. 
Too rapid starting would cause it to break. Do 
not know who tried tostartitup. Those who 
did so would not be likely to tell. Have nodoubt 
the party did it in good faith Never saw 
ingide of the large tanks at the top of the mill. 
They had not been cleared tomy knowledge for 
four or five years. Have nothing to do with 
them. I sup it ia the duty of the boss-ma- 
chinist to logk afterthem. Should think some 
sediment might collect in the tanks in the course 
of along period. The pipes thst ran horizon- 
tally may get some sediment into them. 
WILLIAM H. BUTLER, 
aged 38, engineer at the Granite Mill No. 1, tes- 
tified as follows: Was on duty on the morning 
of the fire. We went to the mill at half-past 
6 o'clock. Got there in sample time for 
starting. Started up the engine at 
6:40; oiled up the engine all around, [After I got 
through | got into the fireman’s room. The 
fireman said to me that the water was low in one 
of the boilers. Put all the feed forve on to the 
boiler that was low. Went back inte the engine- 
room again, and looked around to see that every- 
thing was all right. Went out throvgh the fire- 
room and sat down outside the door. Noticed 
in passing the section of boilersto see if they 
were gaining, and saw that they had gained two 
or three incnes. Had not been sitting down 
more than two or three minutes when I saw 
some boys running across the yard on the 
north side of the mill calling out “fire!” 
It waa between 10 and 15 minutes to 
seven. Looked up at the north of the mill and 
saw smoke coming ott of two windows in the 
fourth story. Started the pumps from my own 
udement, without any instructions whatever. 
f Mr. Taylor gave any instruction to start it I 
did not hear him. I then went to the engine 
and stopped it without any orders. I don’t re- 
member that any one spoke tome. After I had 
done that I put more sieam into No. 9 size pump 
to drive it as fast as I could, when 
I saw how things were. I had no 
orders, that I remember, from Mr. McCreery 
or Taylor, or any ove. I went to the pump-house 
in the yard, and found the pump-house open. I 
saw some had been there before me. When I 
got to the pump I found it was disabled. {[t was 
all right the night before. It was three minutes 
to 7 when I got through all this that I have 
described. Taylor might have come to me to 
give orders about the stopping of the engine, 
and, my back being turned to him, I might not 
bave noticed him. rington came from No. 2 
mill and ordered fires to pulled out. My attention 
was directed, first, toone thiog and then to 
another. I went out into the yard, met Har- 
rington again, and be told me about the people 
killing themselves. That was the first intima- 
tion I had of anything of the kind. 1 told him 
of the pump being broken, and he appeared to 
have been already aware of it. I was not much 
away from engine and boiler. I have nothing to 
do with the tanks after the water leaves the 
pumps. I stopped the engine about two min- 
utes after I started the pumps. If there 
was no water up-stairs the man in the sizing- 
room would be down directly to complain of it to 
me. Itoid McCreery and Shove, and any one in 
authority who came along, that the pump was 
broken, and the chief-engiveer seemed to know 
about it when I met with him. Have heard it 
whispered round pod we but beard it only as a 
joke, that Taylor b broken it. I would not 
place any reliance upon what I heard. If the tanks 
were empty when the engine was first started 
that morning, the pipes in 1t would all have been 
fullin twoor three minutes. Cannot run the 
umps without sending water into the tank. 
ere is a 3 inch pipe from the pulp; one inch 
goes into the boilers and two inches into the 
tank. Cannot run the engine without using the 
pump unless I disconnect it, and that we never 
do. 
The inquest then adjourned to Tuesday.

The wheat that has arrived here from Milwau- 
kee, six cargoes, comprising about 120,000 bu, 
more or less, is being placed instore. The ef- 
fort to change it off against wheat already in 
Store Was not Buccéssful. This shows the ex- 
ceedingly artificial character of our market, as 
patly as any one fact could do. There is no 
profit in shipment, except under extraordinary 
circunistapces, and the speculative phase over- 
shadows allelse. It is ejvally the case in corn 
and oats. ‘The seller the month mania has near- 
ly paralyzed whiatsome people ofill prefer to call 
*fegitimate trade.” 

Tne leading produce markets were moderately 
active-to-day, and several of them were excited, 
in a speculative way. The chief feature of the 
day was the large receipts of grain, attracted 
hither by the expectation that the holders would 
be able to command corner prices for the samie. 
An equally noteworthy, though not 80 prominént 
a feature, was the almost complete aveence of a 
demand forsbipment. Our markets seem as if 
they were being demoralized by the speculative 
movement ; and someting more than the recent 
act of the Legislature in reference to corners is 
needed to effect a cure. 

The dry goods trade was modorntely acti¢e, 
with little or no change in values. Local and 
country merchants were ordering with some 
show of freedom at substabdtially Saturday's 
quotations, where most lines are now firmly beld. 
There was ‘a liberal movement in groceries at 
fully late prices. Sugars, coffees, spices, soaps, 
candles, and teas weré firm. Butter and 
cheese were in *good request at unchanged 
prices. Dried fruits met witha better demand 
than for some time previous, and the 
market presented a steadier tone. Fish ccntinue 
‘active and firm. No new features were do- 
veloped in the bagging, coal, and’wootl markets. 
Oils were reasonavdly active and generally firm. 
An vivance of 1@2c in lard oil was the only 
chaage not&d. 

Cargo lumber was active and firm. The offer- 
ings were larger than for any one day iu the last 
two weeks, and dealers who iad become empty- 
handed in the interim availéd themselves of the 
opportunity to fill in. ‘The yard trade 
was reported fair, and the common 
grades firm. Brick and lime were 
In good  ‘tocal demand and steady. 
The hardware, metal, nail, and iron markets 
were steady, and fairly active, the orders coming 
priticipally from the incerior. Wool and hops 
were quietand firm. ‘Tbe order trade in broom- 
corn continues moderate with prices steady, and 
strong for the lower grades. ‘limothy seed was 
active and firm. Other seeds were steady @xcept 
clover. ‘Potatoes ‘were dulfand tower. Poultry 
was in excessive supply, dulland weak, turkers 
excepted. Eggs were in urgent demand and 
higher. 

Highwines were in good demand, and firm at 
the advance noted last week, though New York 
was quoted earier, at $1.07. Sales were reported 
of 200 bris at $1.03 per gallon, which iacluded 
all the offerings. 

Lake freights were @uil and nominally wn- 
changed. ‘Jo Buffalo they were quoted at 24;,@ 
2%4¢ on eorn and 2),@8c on wheat, but it is 
doubtiul if the outside could have been obtained 
in any case. Wheat to Montreal was taken 
through bys:eam at lzigc. A total of 5 char- 
ters was reported (parton owner’s account), 
which ‘will carry ont 75,000 bu wheat, 80,000 ‘bu 
corn, and 16,000'Du parley. Several vessels are 
holding off, the owners expecting that the last 
half of this week will witness a fiush of. October 
deliveries, that will enable them either to com- 
mand higher rates or to buy on their own ac- 
count at lower prices than now. 

Provision@ were dull ‘and easier. There was 
some talk early about a little more strength in 
present product, but it soon faded out in sympa- 
thy with ‘an @asier feeling in hogs, and a grow- 
ing é¢xpectation that there will be no shortage of 
consequence in the coming hog crop. There 
wére very few orders on the market, and some of 
those were withdrawn durifg the session, as 
Liverpool was 6d per 112 ths lowér on lard.

Yesterday morning the Rev. Dr. Locke re- 
ceived from Prof. George F. Seymour, the newly- 
elected Bishop of this diocese, a letter aceent- 
ing the position tendered bim. {ft is as follows:

My Dear Bredhgen: 

Your official netiee of my clection to the Bish- 
opric of Liinois, the signing of my testimonials 
by ali the cierical and lay delegates prerent at 
the Convention, and your request on their behalf 
that I would accept.the Ligh and holy office thas 
tendered me, and pledging on theirs and your 
parta cordial welcame and hearty support, has 
been coceived. No one could have been more 
surprised than I was when I learned, a little 
more than a week ago, of the result of the elec- 
tion in the Convention of the Diocese of Lliinois, 
which you have so kindly communicated to me. 
I was utterly unprepared for such 2 sum- 
mons. f[ could not bring myself to 
laten to tbe call were it other 
than itis. I am now charged with many trusts, 


and have my heart bouod np in wWany works. 
‘Dhe General Churen las bid me teach ber eaudi- 
dates forsholy orders ecclesiastical history, aud 
for mine years | have been at my pest, growimg 
to love my duties more and more, and finding in 
my pupils, in their gratitude and affection, an 
ample recompense for all my toil. 

Through God's provideutial dispensation, I 
have been called upon to take the evemight of 
this great theological school for nearly half the 
period of my service as ea Professor, and its in- 
terests and worth, by the Divine blessing, have 
prospered in my bands, and now there open be- 
fore me brighier prospects of succeas than ever 
before. 

The House of Mercy, in ‘this city, ef which I 
have been chaplain for full seven years, hasa 
claim upon me which I cannot put aside without 
genuine anguish of spiryt. The helplessness of 
the inmates appea's to me, aud the heroic min- 
istuy of the Sisters of St. Mary, in charge of the 
institution, makes it bard for me to lay down 
work which 1 has been my great privilege to do 
so long. 

The Diocese of New York is very dear to me: 
it has ever been my ecclesiastical home. And 

my Behop—Il began my ministry as a Deacon 
with his accession to the Episcopate; among 
the first of his official acts was to lay his bands 
upon me—my Bishop holds me by many 
cords, which bind me with a veneration and 
affection to him which could not easily 
bo .exceeded.. It would be tedieus to 
mention other considerations of ap official 
apd persenal ebaracter which combine to exert 
upon me a powertul influence to persuade me to 
remain where I am.

second, the depreciation of Christian morals; 
third, ite want of sympathy for those who are 
seoking the truth; fourth, its fierce and direct 
al upon those in error; fifth, ite failure to 
meet skepticism in popular literature; sixth, ite 
negiect to enforce the truths ef the Gospel; 
seveoth, its presentation of doctrines which 
are emential to a life of theology as if tuey 
were essential to individual salvation; eighth, 
ita wrong use of right things; ninth, its 
insufficient recognition ef the fact that the au- 
thority and pewer of the Church are nos as 
strong as in by-gone days; tenth, its assumption 
of superiority in intellect and Christian know!l- 
edge and piety ; elventh, ite declension in spirit- 
ual life. 

The several poiuis were elucidated at length, 
but the speaker did not claim that any of the 
causes were universal in the Ohurenm. 

At the cenelusion of the essay, on motion,

in three-minute speeches was agreed upon. 

The Rev. Dr. Brobston did not indorse the 
ideas of the essay because he could not see that 
theology was in the way of Christianity. He 
thought that the hatred in the humea heart for 
the word and dominicn of God was the incentive 
to skepticiam and infidelity. 

Dr. Van Doren approved the ideas of Mr. 
Brobston, aud im addition thought the ministry 
made a great mistake in arraying science 
against the Bible. He thought the Bible and 
science in strict accord. 

The Rev. Mr. Thompson indorsed the essay. 

jut while the Church was to a limited extent 
responsible for the skepticism of the world, he 
thought other agencies were greater and more 
powerful in that direction. 

The Rev. FE. R. Davis drew a distinction 
between the Church being responsible for, and 
the occasion of, skepticism. 

The Rev. C. Wiener said the idea that the 
Church was responsible for the skepticism of 
the world was gaining ground among the Ger- 
mans. tie wanted a boly ministry. An unholy 
ministry, appointed by Kings and potentates, 
who preached what they did vot themselves be- 
lieve, was leading the German mind astray. 

The Rev. B. E. 8. Ely thoughtthe failure of the 
mipistry to preach ‘‘ hard doctrine” tended to 
sxepticism, 
essay, but could not indorse it as a whole. 

The Rev. Mr. Noyes thought the Church con- 
fessed its responsibility for skepticism to the 
world by its treatment of doubters. 

Several other gentlemen followed in remarks, 
all of whom approved the essay in some par- 
ticniars, and censured it in others.
